1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1-15 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to teach a multimode 
optical transmission system comprising. . .a plurality of optical signal extraction sections for 
extracting, from the wavelength multiplexed signal transmitted on the multimode optical 
transmission path, a plurality of optical signals, corresponding to the plurality of optical signal 
extraction sections, wherein each of the plurality of optical signals has a mode with a particular 
wavelength and a particular propagation constant; and a plurality of optical receiving sections for 
receiving the plurality of optical signals extracted by the plurality of optical signal extraction 
sections and. and converting the plurality of optical signals into a corresponding plurality of 
electrical signals, wherein a wavelength of each of the plurality of optical signals outputted from 
the plurality of light sources is set such that a propagation constant of a fundamental mode of an 
optical signal, having a particular wavelength, outputted from each of the plurality of light 
sources is different from a propagation constant of a high order mode of an optical signal, having 
a different wavelength, outputted from any other of the plurality of light sources. . .
